Ro far as we know at present, the

i linear naut* it re in Egypt, Persia, Ba­ 
bylonia, Greece and, in fact, all the 
eastern countries, w as the cubit, which 
was divided in various ways, that of 
1 the Talmud l*clng divided into digits, 
or finger breadth*, palms and spans, 
four digits Is'ing equal to one palm or 
hand breadth, three palms to one span 
and two spans to on** cubit. 
A great ileal of valuable research has 
bet'H made by eminent motrologists to 
ascertain the length of th** cubit as 
used by tile various nations who made 
It their standard. 
We would naturally 
imagine that all cubits were of one 
length, but when we consider that our 
I own foot measure bas varied so much 
(nim* and oue-quarter Inched from its 
present recognised value we should 
not lie surprised to find that the cubit 
varied from 18.28 to 25.1 inches iii 
Egypt. Tile cubit of the fourth dynasty 
i varied from 20.02 to 20.51 inches only 
about oue-teutli of an Inch. The divid­ 
ed plotting scales lying on the drawing

Tile Babylonian cubit 
was almost exactly of the sam** length 
as the Egyptian cubit of the fourth 
dynasty, viz, 2<M» aud 20J) inches. The 
Persian cubit seem* to have l»oen rath­ 
er short, measuring 1S>.2 inches; but, 
according to a recent writer, there is 
good evidence of another cubit, meas­ 
uring about 23.25 inches. 
The cubit of the Hebrew nation, ac­ 
cording to a number of investigators, 
seems to have b*-en 21,0 Inches, al­ 
though Lieutenant Totten insists, and 
seems to have proved, that Hie value 
of tin* Jew ish us well as the Egyptian 
sacred cubit w as exactly 23 inches.

recently. 
"Many times a year for several years 
this luntitution lins been called upon to 
produce these mysterious teeth for the 
Inspection of ((croons who insist that 
they are here. 
"Our matter of fact answer to these 
Inquiries that Washington had no false 
tebili, or at least If he did, that they 
am* not In th** possession of the mu­ 
seum, seems only to stimulate the in­ 
quiring mind to protest our statement. 
They proceed to give us authentic ac­ 
counts of these teeth and always con­ 
clude with expressing the belief that 
they must be in the museum some­ 
where. 
"Where* or bow the Idea that Wash­ 
ington had false teeth originated is an 
unsolved mystery. That it is firmly be­ 
lieved by mony is certainly a fact. 
There seems to be no authentic record 
of the Father of Ills Country possess­ 
ing ivory teeth, and by a study of the 
bust we have of him, which was made 
but a few years before his death, there 
is no indication of an indentation along 
the line of the gums such as can be 
noticed In persons who have had their 
teeth drawn, even though they wear 
artificial ones.

The effort is also made to provide 
variety of entertainment— comedy one week, drama the next, farce 
the next, melodrama the next, and so ou. 
It must not lie supposed that it is an easy matter to get into one 
of the out of town stock companies. 
But there is still the traveling 
Repertory organization. One can at least learn the rudiments of the 
art of acting and makeup, and that is more than sufficient to compen­ 
sate for all the sacrifice which may lie necessary. 
It is early enough 
then to begin the search for bigger game, and if one is competent, 
with the training acquired in the humbler organization, the quest ie 
almost certain to be rewarded with success. Too many players rogard 
the salary without reference to the possibilities for artistic develop­ 
ment.

ioned way, instead of by the Austral 
tan ballot system. 
It is the contention of tho party In 
power that there is only one party 
in the town, hence tho statute will 
not require the Australian ballot.

private caucus Is reported to

been held by the council In the town 
hall after the last meeting at which 
the subject was discussed. 
A city official remarked that It was 
almost too late now* to fulfill all of 
the stipulations of an Australian bal­ 
lot election and that It

various offices could be made and the 
ballot printed under one heading.

In the early Christian churches a 
large umbrella usually hung over tin 
priest, aud It I* Mid that from this 
custom it bcctm c one of the attributes 
of cardinals appointed from basilican 
churches. 
For years the doges of 
Venice carried umbrellas of state, ami 
in 12*8 Pope Alexander III. declared 
that these should la- surmounted by 
golden statuettes of the annunciation. 
Michael Moroslni was the first Vene­ 
tian layman to carry an umbrella, 
which consisted of a small, flat square 
of green stuff, over which was a cop­ 
per spiral. Soon after the umbrella 
was adopted by fashionable Venetian 
dames. According to Coryat’s ‘‘Crudi­ 
ties’* (1011k the Italian umbrella was 
a small canopy and was made of leath­ 
er extended by a aerie* of wooden 
boof)*. He says umbrellas were used 
by horsemen, who, resting the handle* 
j en the thjgh as they rode, bore them 
so that they should “m inister shadow 
unto them 
for shelter agafnst 
the 
scorching sun.” 
Iii the Harleian manuscripts, now In 
Hic British museum, there Is in manu­ 
script 
No. 
(Miff a crude Illustration 
showing the figure of a yoeman hold­ 
ing an umbrella over hi* lord. which 
bads me to Infer that umbrella* were 
known In England even In the enrly 
Anglo-Haxou period. 
Beek, as quoted in the D raper’* Dic­ 
tionary, asserts that at the time that 
Stephen usurped the crown of England 
(twelfth century) umbrellas were in 
common use among the English. The 
first mention of the umbrella In Eng­ 
lish literature Is In Florlo’s “World of 
Wonders" (1568). where it is described 
as a "kind of round fan or shadowing 
that they use to ride with in summer 
in Italy; a little shade.’’ 
In 1866 an umbrella was exhibited in 
the “Museum Tradeseantianum ; or, 
Collection of Rarities Preserved at 
South I JI in beth. Near London, by John 
Tradescant,” which was known as 
"oui' of the wonders of the ark.” 
In the church of Cart me! I, in Lunca 
Hbtro, England, there was preserved 
until a few years ago an umbrella said 
to be over .‘IOO years old. which was 
used chiefly to protect the host. 
References to the umbrella are to be 
found also in Blount’s “Glossographin" 
(1674) aud Phillips’ “New Worlde of 
Words” (1678). 
In the first the refer 
once read*; “ UmbraHo, a fashion of 
round and broad fans, wherewith the 
Indians (and from them our great ones! 
preserve themselves from the heat of 
the sun. and hence any little shadow, 
fan or other thing wherewith the wom­ 
en guard their fares from the sun.” 
The second runs: “Umbrello, a screen 
against the sun’s beat, used chiefly by 
the Spaniards.among whom it is known 
by the name qultasole." 
The imaginative Dean Swift in tho 
"Tale of a Tub” (BRKL depicts Jack. ail 
ever resourceful type. making ure of n 
parchment copy of bls father's will as 
a nightcap when he went to bed aud as 
an umbrella in rainy weather. 
Did

the umbrella wa.; a "broad fan or 
screen commonly used bj’ women to 
shelter them from rain?*’ The last ref­ 
erence, made Iii 170(1, is the first men­ 
tion of It a* a protector from the rain. 
I.a tor Bailey, who In his dictionary 
(1787) called It a parasol, de flued it as 
"a sort of small canopy to keep off the 
ruin." 
Small, light 
umbrellas came into 
fashion among the Indies of the French 
court In 1675. and these were carried 
by attendants. Itichelet tells us that 
the j* were made of oilcloth or leather 
ami had ribs of wbnlel*one. A century 
later they found favor Witt* the men, 
who carried red umbrellas, with edges 
fringed with gold lace. 
The precise date when Jonas Han- 
way. who died In 1786. Introduced the 
umbrella lido England Is not recorded 
in any of tile encyclopedias I have at 
hand, but they all state that he was 
popularly known as its Introducer. 
With the Dutch, as with the Indian 
grandees, the umbrella was first an a t­ 
tribute of dignity, and well It might 
lie, for the prices pa bl for them at The 
Hague In 1656 ranged from $75 to $120 
each. The Dutch colonists who settled 
at the Cape of Good Hope were not 
alow to Insist ou preserving the dignity 
of the umbrella, for Uyk van Tulbagli, 
governor of Cu|h> Colony In 1752, en­ 
acted Halt “No one less In rauk than 
a Junior merchant or those among the 
citizens of equal rank, and the wives 
aud daughters only of those who are or 
have bees members of any council 
shall venture to use umbrellas, and 
those who are less in rank than mer­ 
chants shall not enter the castle In fine

F L A V O R IN F O O D S . 


Th is Q u a l i t y la m n Mad* a N e c e s s i t y 
a s Is N u t r i m e n t . 
Chemists tell us that cheese i* one of 
the m od nutritious and at th y m in e 
rime one of Hie cheapest of foe**. Its 
nutritive value Is greater than meat, 
while It* cost Is much less. Bul this 
chemical aspect of the m atter does not 
express the real value of the cheese n* 
a food. Ghees# is eaten not because of 
its nutritive value as expressed by tho 
amount of proteids, fats and carbohy­ 
drates that it contains, but alw ays be­ 
cause pf its flavor. 
Now, physiologists do not find that 
flavor has any food value. They teach 
over and over again that our foodstuffs 
are proteids. fats and carbohydrates anc' 
that as food flavor plays absolutely no 
part. But at the same time they tell us 
that the body would be unable to live 
upon these foodstuffs were It not for 
♦ he flavors. If one were compelled to 
eat pure food without flavors. like the 
white of an egg. it is doubtful whether 
one could for a week at a time consume 
a sufficiency of food to supply his bod­ 
ily needs. Flavor is as necessary as nu­ 
trim ent. It gives a zest to the food and 
thus enables us to consume It properly, 
and, secondly. It stim ulates the glands 
to secrete, so that the foods may be 
satisfactorily digested and assimilated. 
The whole art of cooking, the great 
development of flavoring products, the 
high prices paid for sjieclal foods like 
lobsters and oysters— these and numer­ 
ous other factors connected with food 
supply and production are bused solely 
upon this demand for flavor. Flavor Is 
a necessity, but It is not particularly 
important what the flavor may be. This 
is shown by tho fact that different peo­ 
ples have such different tastes in this 
respect. The garlic of the Italian and 
the red pepper of the Mexican serve 
the same purpose as the vanilla which 
we put in our ice cream, and all play 
the part of giving a relish to the food 
and stim ulating the digestive organs to 
proper activity.—Professor Ii. W. Corn 
in Popular Science Monthly. 


T h e l l a m a i l n g B i r d ’s F l i g h t . 
The flight of the little bumming bird 
is more remarkable than that of the 
eagle. We can understand the flapping 
of the eagle’s Immense wing supporting 
n comparatively light body. But our 
little bird has a plump body. His wings 
are not wide, but long, so he must 
move them 
rapidly to sustain 
his 
weight, and this be can do to perfec­ 
tion. The vibrations of his wings are 
so rapid as to make them almost Invisi­ 
ble. He can use them to sustain him­ 
self iu midair, with his body as motion­ 
less as lf perched on a twig. In this 
way he can sip the nectar of the deli­ 
cate, fine stemmed flowers without 
alighting for a moment. 
Ile never 
alights while so engaged. 
He moves 
from flower to flower with a graceful 
aud rapid movement, sometimes chas­ 
ing awny a bee or humming bird moth, 
of which be is very Jealous. Nor Is he 
much more favorably impressed with 
any small birds that seem in bis way. 
Ile knows his power of flight, and he 
has no fear of any other bird.—Uenry 
Hate* in St. Nicholas.

In the early Christian churches a 
large umbrella usually hung o\cr tin 
priest, aud It is said that from tills 
custom It became one of the attributes 
of cardinals appointed from basilican 
churches. 
For years the doges of 
I Venice carried umbrellas of state, and 
in I*>s Pope Alexander III. declared 
that.these should be surmounted by 
golden statuettes of the annunciation. 
Michael Morosinl was the first Vene­ 
tian layman to carry an umbrella, 
which consisted of a small. Ant square 
of green stuff, over which was a cop­ 
per sp ira l. Soon after the umbrella 
was adopted by fashionable Venetian 
dames. According to Coryat’s "Crudi­ 
ties" (IOU), the Italian umbrella was 
a small canopy and was made of leath­ 
er extended by a series of wooden 
hoops. He Rays umbrellas were used 


I by horsemen, who, resting the handles 


j en tile thjgli as they rode, bore them 
so that they should "m inister shadow 
unto them 
for shelter against the 
I vtoreliing sun." 
Iii the Hnrlelan manuscripts, now In 
tim British museum, there is in manu­ 
script No. fit Kl a crude Illustration 
, showing the figure of a yoeman hold­ 
ing an umbrella over his lord. which 
leads me to Infer that umbrellaK were 


J known in England even In the early 
' Anglo-Saxon period. 
1 
Beck, as quoted iii the Draper’s Dic­ 
tionary, asserts that at the time that 
Stephen usurped the crown of England 
(twelfth century) umbrellas were In 
common use among the English. The 
first mention of the umbrella in Eng­ 
lish literature Is In Florlo’s “World of 
Wonders” (151)8). where it is described 
as a “kind of round fan or shadowing 
that they use to ride with in summer 
in Italy; a little shade.” 
In JARA an umbrella was exhibited in 
the "Museum Tradescantisnum ; or, 
Collection of Rarities Preserved at 
South Tjimbeth, Near Ixmdon, by John 
Tradeseant,” which was known ss 
"one of the wonders of the ark.” 
In the church of Cartmell, in Banca 
Hbtre, England, there was preserved 
until a few years ago an umbrella said 
to be over .’IOO years old. which was 
us«*d chiefly to protect the host. 
References to the umbrella are to be 
found also in Blount's “Glossographia” 
(1674) and Phillips’ “New Worlde of 
Words" (1678). 
In the first the refer­ 
ence reads; "Umbrello. a fashion of 
round and broad fans, wherewith the 
Indians (and from them our great ones) 
preserve themselves from the heat of 
the sun. and hence any little shadow, 
fan or other thing wherewith the wom­ 
en guard their faces from the sun.” 
The second runs: “Umbrello, a screen 
against the sun’s heat, used chiefly by 
the Spaniards,among whom It is known 
by the name quitasole.” 
The imaginative Dean Swift in the 
"Tale of a Tub” (1606) depicts Jack, an 
ever resourceful type. making use of a 
parchment copy of his father’s will as 
a nightcap when he went to bed and as 
an umbrella In rainy weather. 
Did 
the worthy Hallway take his cue from 
this or from Kersey,according to whom 
the umbrella 
woj a "broad fan or 
screen commonly used by women to 
shelter them from rain?” The last ref­ 
erence. made In 1700, is the first men­ 
tion of it as a protector from the rain. 
Later Bailey, who in his dictionary 
(1737) called It a parasol, defined It as 
"a sort of small canopy to keep off the 
rain.” 
Small, light umbrellas came Into 
fashion among the ladles of the French 
court In 1675, and these were carried 
by attendants. R ichest tells us that 
they wore made of oilcloth or leather 
ami had ribs of whalebone. A century 
later they found favor with the men, 
who carried red umbrellas, with edges 
fringed with gold lace. 
The precise date when Jonas Han- 
way. who died In 1786, Introduced the 
umbrella Into England is not recorded 
iii any of the encyclopedias I have at 
hand, but they all state that he was 
popularly known as Its Introducer. 
With tile Dutch, as with the Indian 
grandees, the umbrella was first an at­ 
tribute of dignity, and well It might 
be, for the prices paid for them at The 
Hague in 1650 ranged from $75 to $120 
each. The Dutch colonists who settled 
at the Cape of Good Hope were not 
slow to Insist on preserving the dignity 
of the umbrella, for Ryk van Tulbagb, 
governor of Cape Colony In 1752, en­ 
acted that "No one less in rank than 
a junior merchant or those among the 
citizens of equal rank, and the wives 
and daughters only of those who are or 
have been members of any council 
shall venture to use umbrellas, and 
those who are less in rank than mer­ 
chants shall not enter the castle In fine 
w eather with an open umbrella.”—

FLAVOR IN FOODS. 


T he Hum ming; B ird’s F lig h t. 
The flight of the little bumming bird 
is more remarkable than th at of the 
eagle. We can understand the flapping 
of the eagle’s Immense wing supporting 
a comparatively light body. But our 
little bird has a plump body. His wings 
are not wide, but long, so he must 
move them 
rapidly to sustain 
his 
weight, and this be can do to perfec­ 
tion. The vibrations of bis wings are 
so rapid as to make them almost invisi­ 
ble. He can use them to sustain him­ 
self in midair, with bis body as motion­ 
less as lf perched on a twig. In this 
way be can sip the nectar of the deli­ 
cate, fine stemmed flowers without 
alighting for a moment. 
He never

Chemists tell us that cheese is one of 
the most nutritious and at th y m in e 
time one of tile cheapest of fooft. Its 
nutritive value Is greater than meat, 
while its cost Is much less. But tills 
chemical aspect of the m atter docs not 
express the real value of the ch*M?so as 
a food. Cheese is eaten not because of 
Its nutritive value as expressed by tile 
amount of proteld*. fats and carbohy­ 
drates that it contains, but always be­ 
cause pf its flavor. 
Now, physiologists do not find that 
flavor has any fowl value. They teach 
over and over again that our foodstuffs 
are proteids. fats and carbohydrates and 
that as fowl flavor plays absolutely no 
pnrt. But at the same time they tell us 
that the Imdy would be unable to live 
upon these foodstuffs were It not for 
the flavors. If one were compelled to 
eat pure food without flavors. Uke the 
white of an egg. It is doubtful whether 
one could for a week at a time consume 
a sufficiency of food to supply his bod­ 
ily needs. Flavor Is os necessary as nu­ 
trim ent. It gives a zest to tbe food and 
thus enables us to consume it properly, 
and, secondly, it stim ulates the glands 
to secrete, so that the foods may be 
Satisfactorily digested and assimilated. 
The whole art of cooking, tbe great 
development of flavoring products, the 
high prices paid for special foods like 
lobsters and oysters—these and numer­ 
ous other factors connected with food 
supply and production are based solely 
upon this demand for flavor. Flavor la 
a necessity, but It Is not particularly 
important what tbe flavor may be. This 
is shown by the fact that different peo­ 
ples have such different tastes in this 
respect. The garlic of the Italian and 
the red pepper of tbe Mexican serve 
the same purpose as tbe vanilla which 
we put in our Ice cream, and ail play 
the part of giving a relish to the food 
and stim ulating the digestive organs to 
proper activity.—Professor H. W. Corn 
in Popular Science Monthly.

Idea Alleged to Be to Secure Freedom 


From Canadian 
Rule— U. S. Offi­

« tn Francisco, Nov. 18.—'I he Cali 
Sunday printed an unconfirmed story 
from Skagway. Alaska, under date rd 
Nov. 6, telling ot the 
discovery nf 
what is alleged to be a huge con 
•piracy existing in Dawson and ram i­ 
fying 
to 
Skagway, 
Victoria, Van 
couver and Seattle, for the overthrow 
of the local government of the north­ 
west territory and the establishing of 
a republic, with Dawson as its capi­ 
tal. 
According to the details of the 
story, arms, ammunition and provis­ 
ions have been taken in over tho rail­ 
road and cached at strategic points. 
Prom inent 
American 
residents 
of 
Skagway are said to be leaders in tho 
conspiracy. 
Miners to the number of 
6,QUO are said to await the summon 
to arms, ready to fight w*>r the inde­ 
pendence from Dominion rule of the 
gold fields, camps and towns. 
T nt 
plan Is to overpower the mounted po­ 
lice, arrest the civil authorities and 
take the government into their own 
hands. 
The rigors of the Arctic win­ 
ters would give the insurgents six 
m onths’ immunity from 
attack 
by 
Canadian or British troops and the 
adventurous arch conspirators 
hope 
for intervention or outside assistance 
by the time tne melting of ice and 
snow will perm it the invasion of their 
isolated republic.

Gompers Asks McKee to Go 
Bail, 
Promising Guarantee. 
Washington. Nov. IS.—The relearn 
of Santiago Iglesias, the agent ol the 
American Federation of Labor, who, 
on arriving about a week ago at San 
Juan.

Mr. Iglesias has not yet 
cabled a word direct to the Federation 
since his arrest. 
The dispatches sent 
from here Sunday follow information 
received through the Associated Press 
and other sources that Iglesias 
is 
still in jail; through intervention of 
influential friends the bail had been 
reduced from $2,000 to $500, and that 
McKee stood ready to furnish the 
ball if the organization requested it 
and would be responsible.

springs Is those that sink out of sight 
or perhaps never come to the surface, 
but follow hidden channel* under the 
land and under the sea uutiM hey final­ 
ly come to the ©pen air on bn Island. 
Both of these types of underground 
rivers are perhaps most rem arkably il­ 
lustrated near and on Bahrein Wand, 
tn the Persian gulf, a place that is also 
noted as one of the chief sources of 
pearls. 
Bahrein island, the largest of the 
group of Islands bearing that name, is 
about twenty mile* off the coast of 
Arabia in the Persian gulf. As the is­ 
land has alm ost no rainfall It is a 
dead level of sandy desert relieved only 
by palm glov es and patches of vegeta­ 
tion where w ater springs to the sur­ 
face from the mysterious underground 
channels. In many places the w ater 
does not reach the surface, but is found 
by sinking wells, the w ater tieing rais­ 
ed to the surface by donkeys and bul­ 
locks and poured Into the channels 
from which the date palms aud other 
crops are Irrigated. These springs can­ 
not possibly be derived from the island, 
and It Is no more likely that they come 
from the sandy wastes of neighboring 
Arabia. The Arabian shore ns far us 
can be seen Is low anti devoid of water 
except al 
El-Kntif 
where 
similar 
springs are found. 
Arabs say that there stream s come 
straight 
from 
the 
Euphrates 
river 
through an underground channel by 
which the great river, In part, flows be­ 
neath the Persian gulf. 
Geologists, 
however, have dismissed this theory, 
j Though the origin of the springs has 
, not yet been satisfactorily explained, 
| the most favored theory is that they 
come from the well watered slopes of 
the Persian mountains far to tho north. 
at lf this theory Is correct, It menus that 
, the rainfall sinks Into the earth’s crust 
I until 
it 
reaches 
Impermeable 
rock 
strata along which It Is carried for a 
great distance to the south out under 
the sea until the rock. sloping upward, 
ngnlu brings tin* water near the sur­ 
face on Bahrein Island. Some of tile 
wells that are thus supplied are enor­ 
mous, and one of them, the Adarl, 
serves for the Irrigation of many miles 
of date palms through a canal of an­ 
cient construction. The Adar! well Is 
one of the great sights of Bahrein, tx*- 
lug a deep baslu bf w ater 22 by 40 
yards In Rifle. Tile fact that It comes 
from a far higher source Is shown by 
the force with which It enters the well. 
Divers, driven back by the strong cur­ 
rent, are unable to reach the bottom. 
There being no wells within tulles of 
some of the const towns of Bahrein, 
they obtain w ater from springs that 
h sue from tho bottom of the gulf not

that has been discovered a few miles 
from Cape V’erde. A channel baa been 
found ou the sea floor which, appar­ 
ently. was cut by some fresh water 
stream. 
During some soundings that 
were made In 1S05 for the purpose of 
Anding and raising a broken cable the 
vessel engaged lu the work was sur 
rounded by swamp vegetation that was 
continually rising to ‘the. surface. 
It 
was evidently brought through the un­ 
derground channel from the swamp. 
The breaking of a cable off the mouth 
of the Rovuma river In East Africa 
has been attributed to the destructive 
action of a strong current of sweet 
water entering the sea level several 
miles from the land. 
Another rem ark­ 
able example of a submarine river is 
found to the north of the city of Ariea 
on the Pacific coast of South America. 
A river from the Andes that is grad­ 
ually swallowed up in the sand bas 
been found to make its way invisibly 
Into the sea. with which It unites some 
m ile. from the land.—New York Sun 


EX-QUEEN LIL IN AMERICA. 


Said to 8eek 
Redress For Losing 
Crown Lands Revenues. 
San Francisco, 
NoV. 
18.—Former 
Queen 
Lilioukalani, of Hawaii, who 
arrived here Saturday, is combining 
business and pleasure. 
Beside seek­ 
ing the recovery of her health, she 
has come to consult with the federal 
authorities relative 
to 
the 
crown 
islands in Hawaii. 
These were se ­ 
questered by the revolutionary gov­ 
ernm ent a t the time the monarchy 
was overthrown, and no attem pt has 
since'beeri. made to reimburse her for 
tbs loss 
of 
the crown revenues, 
am ounting to about $100,000 a year. 
The territorial legislature passed a 
bill appropriating $250,000 
for 
the 
crown lands, but President Dole ve­ 
toed the bill on the ground that there 
was not sufficient money in the treas­ 
ury to pay It. 
Subsequently the leg­ 
islature offered her a pension of $25,- 
000 a year, but she refused to accept 
the money for 
the 
reason that it 
would place her on the list of charita- 
bles, a step that was exceedingly re ­ 
pugnant to her.
